NODES 
is a "diaspora knowledge network" including scientists, students, innovators and science policy experts that are 
originally from a specific country or region and now live elsewhere. Although they are working outside of their country 
of birth, their common language and experiences build partnerships that promote scientific cooperation across 
countries, spur economic growth and innovation in both their country of origin and new homeland.

Dr. E. William Colglazier was appointed in July 2011 as the fourth Science and 
Technology Adviser to the Secretary of State. The mission of the Office of the Science 
and Technology Adviser to the Secretary (STAS) is to provide scientific and technical 
expertise and advice in support of the development and implementation of U.S. foreign 
policy. The Adviser serves as an advocate for science-based policy at the State 
Department, helps to identify and evaluate emerging scientific and technical issues that 
affect U.S. strategic interests, brings scientific expertise to the Department, and helps to 
promote scientific and technological capacity-building and science-based policymaking 
internationally. The Adviser also provides outreach to the U.S. and international 
scientific community and helps to facilitate scientific cooperation between the United 
States and other countries. 



Mr. Robert Rusiecki assumed the position of Deputy Consul General at the Consulate 
General of the Republic of Poland in Chicago in 2010. From 2007-2010 he served as 
Consul General at the Polish Embassy in London, UK. Mr. Rusiecki has extensive 
experience in international economics and banking matters, which he attained while 
holding high executive positions at several major international banking and finance 
corporations at the Polish branches of entities such as ING Bank and Raiffeisen Bank.

Prof. Maciej Zylicz is President and Executive Director of the Foundation for Polish 
Science and Head of the Molecular Biology Department of the International Institute of 
Molecular and Cell Biology of Warsaw. He is a full member of the Polish Academy of 
Sciences, a member of the German National Academy of Sciences Leopoldina and 
Academia Europea, a fellow of the European Academy of Cancer Sciences and a 
corresponding member of the Polish Academy of Arts and Sciences. He is also a member 
of the European Molecular Biology Organisation (former member of the council) and a 
member of the Senate of the Max Planck Society. Since September 2010 he is a member 
of the European Research Council Scientific Council Identification Committee and 
Science Advisor to the President of the Republic of Poland. He is the winner of such 
awards as the Foundation for Polish Science Prize (1999) and the Prime Minister's Award 
for Scientific Achievement (2002). He holds honorary doctorates from the University of 
Wroctaw, the University of Gdansk and the Jagiellonian Univesity. 

Mohamed H A Hassan is Co-Chair of IAP, the global network of science academies, and 
Chairman of the Council of the United Nations University (UNU). He also serves on a 
number of Boards of international organizations worldwide, including the Board of 
Trustees of Bibliotheca Alexandrina, Egypt; the Council of Science and Technology in 
Society (STS) Forum, Japan; the Board of the International Science Programme, Sweden; 
the Board of the Science Initiative Group (SIG), USA; and the International Advisory 
Board of the Centre for International Development (ZEF), Germany. Prof. Hassan was 
founding Executive Director of TWAS, President of the African Academy of Sciences and 
Chairman, Honorary of the Presidential Advisory Council for Science and Technology, 
Nigeria. Among his honours: Comendator, Grand Cross, and National Order of Scientific 
Merit, Brazil; and Officer, Order of Merit of the Italian Republic.
